On 10 January military supplies stored within the city limits of Hamming 

were moved to twelve nevily—built warehouses at Chimiuchtiao (43) + A )s | 
five 1i north of Nanning on the west Side of the highway to Liuchou, The 
area within a radius of 1,000 to 2,000 meters is fortified with guard posts, | 
machine~eun positions, and air defense dugouts. : 


The Supply and Service Command of the Kwangsi liteary District has | 
requisitioned twenty houses on the south baik of the river for military 
warehouses, They were formerly used as the Liuchou office of CIRRA. These 

buildings are now surrounded by two heavy steel wire fences, and unauthorized 

persons are not vermitted to enter. The supplies stored in the warehouses 

are chiefly transvortation materiel, including 500 drums of gasoline, 1,000 

tires, end motor vehicle narts, 


Seventy military trucks loaded with wooden cases arrived at the lanning 
bus terminal from Liuchou on 10 snd 11 January. Upon arrival, notice 
was sent to nine Soviet advisers at the Chin Shan Hotels three of them, 
with interoreters, ceme to the bus terminsl. Af'ter talking with the 
Communist soldiers who secommmi-d the shipment, they siened some paners,
